Sr. Fox travels 


By a request from the University 
of Illinios Musicalolgical Achives, 
Sister Bertha Fox went and spent 
five weeks in Eastern Europe 
collecting data ‘on Eastern European 
Polyphonic Rennaissance music. 
The data she collected was used by 
the University to put together a 
catalog for people writing on music 
history. j 

“I collected data about each 
manuscript, thing like contents, 
composers, size, ink, text, as well as 
had a chance to look at things like 
the composers doodles, stains, 
thumbprints and _ dedicatory 
phases,” said Sr. Fox. 

The manuscripts, about 20 
thousand, are handwritter pieces 
dating from 1400 B.C. to 1550 B.C. « 
Some of the manuscripts have just 
been rediscovered after being lost in 
World War II.

Reading Test. The tests were tools 

that sought to measure each 

student’s reading rate, com- 
prehension and vocabulary, 

Clarke decided to start ad- 
ministering such tests after several 
teachers and administrators ex- 
pressed a desire to assist students 
with reading difficulties. A plan was 
constructed for this type of reading 
comprehension program, and later 
was approved by the Educational 
Policy Committee in the 1980-1981 
academic year, 

Sister Clemento McGovern and 
Mrs. Louise Ottavi, two of those 
involved in planning the reading 
comprehension program, pointed 
out that a reading problem often will 
not be indicated’ by high school 
grades, ACT scores, or intellectual 
ability. Therefore, teachers and 
administrators felt that a screening 
procedure would be necessary. This 
screening procedure would im- 
mediately identify potential 
weaknesses in a student’s reading 
ability before these weaknesses 
affected grades.

There’s a new kid in town— 
actually an old kid but with a new 
look. Some of you might remember 
the Clarke College Student News 
Service founded by journalism in- 
structor, George. R. R. Martin in 
1978. Well, the service is back, but 
with a few modernizations. Now it’s 
the Clarke Press Service (CPS) to 
encompass not only news stories, 
but also feature stories, artwork and 
photography. Headed by Mary 
Mattern as Bureau Director; with 
Patricia Kucera, student 
publications advisor; Courier editor, 
Karen Gutzat; and Catalyst editor, 
Debbie Arbogast, the service is for 
faculty and administrators at Clarke 
as well as all students. 


Like the News Service, the Press 
Service is “plugged into” com- 
munication classes so that class 
assignments might be used as 
material for the Courier newspaper 
and the Catalyst magazine.
